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19, 1978, LEANZA received a letter from PAPA informing him 
that the Libyan Ambassador to Italy would be visiting in 
the United States and he requested that LEANZA introduce 
the Ambassador to CARTER in order that the Ambassador could 
personally extend an invitation to him. After receiving 
this letter, LEANZA stated that he made several unsuccessful 
attempts to contact BERT LANCE in an effort to see if LANCE 
could arrange for him to meet BILLY CARTER. LEANZA did, 
however, have an opportunity to speak with RALPH 0. HUTCHINSON, 
a close associate of LANCE’S. HUTCHINSON told LEANZA that 
LANCE would not get involved in any way with BILLY CARTER, 
and according to LEANZA, HUTCHINSON called him a "little 
puppy." 

LEANZA went on to say that PAPA continued calling 
and pushed him harder to make arrangements to have BILLY 
CARTER visit Libya. 

During this time, TOM JORDAN, a realtor from College 
Park, Georgia, visited LEANZA's residence and he, (LEANZA) 
mentioned the BILLY CARTER matter. At the time of this 
conversation, JORDAN told LEANZA that he knew the President, 
BILLY CARTER, and the entire CARTER family. JORDAN also 
told LEANZA that BILLY CARTER would want, between $5,000 
and $10,000 per day, his customary fee, to make such a trip. 

In addition, JORDAN stated that he could handle the matter 
and would get in touch with Georgia State Senator FLOYD

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Subsequently, when the group returned to Georgia, 
LEANZA stated he recalls that JORDAN told him that he had 
approximately $95,000 in his checking account, but now he 
was broke. He stated he asked TOM JORDAN if he had given 
any money to BILLY CARTER, HUDGINS, and COLEMAN, and that 
JORDAN just smiled and walked away. 

LEANZA stated that the Libyans were interested 
in forming and financing a corporation to be known as the 
Libyan-Arab Georgia Friendship Society (LAGFS) for the purpose 
of improving the relationship between the United States 
and Libya. The Libyan seed money was to be one million 
dollars. It was understood that this organization could 
be used by the group to possibly make money in other financial 
dealings. According to LEANZA, 40 percent of the corporation 
was to be in BILLY CARTER' s name and 60 percent to go to 
the other individuals, with LEANZA receiving 12 and one- 
half percent. 

According to LEANZA, he subsequently received a 
call from TOM JORDAN in December, 1978, at which time JORDAN 
told him that he, LEANZA, was no longer to be a part of 
this group. JORDAN stated that he would do everything. 

LEANZA went to DAVID GAMBRELL, an Atlanta attorney repre- 
senting BILLY CARTER, to complain about JORDAN'S treatment 
of him. GAMBRELL told LEANZA "I am working for BILLY CARTER," 
and that he was being substituted for LEANZA and would receive 
LEANZA' s 12 and one-half percent share of the corporation. 
LEANZA subsequently met BILLY CARTER and asked him why this 
change was made. BILLY CARTER told him that he did not 
like him personally and that he thought LEANZA "talked too 
much." He stated "you talked to my lawyer, you talk too 
much. " 

At the conclusion of this ihterview, LEANZA advised 
that he was sure that BILLY CARTER had received the money 
from the Libyans; however, he had no proof that this actually 
happened. When questioned further regarding this matter, 
LEANZA reiterated "I just have that feeling."

My dear Mario: 

Thanks for the lengthy visit with you today discussing the 
possibilities of a better relationship between the govern- 
ment of the United States and the government of Libya on 
both a business, a commercial and a political basis. 

I read with some degree of frustration and embarrassment sev- 
eral weeks ago about the visit of Billy Carter to Libya. Al- 
though Billy is the brother of the President of the United 
States and, incidentally, a good friend of mine, he has no 
feel for international relations and has little feel for the 
financial economy and financial structure of business in this 
nation. 

I was, therefore, delighted to have the occasion to visit 
with you on the whole subject. I have followed America's 
relationship with Libya only through the press. The people 
in Libya are obviously totally successful in their own econ- 
omics there and have less need for us than we have need for 
them. It seems to me that this nation should be aggressively 
pursuing a stronger friendship with Libya. Certainly we need 
their oil. I think that the Jewish bloc and the heavy Jewish 
lobby in our national capital heavily interferes with the 
need for us to establish a better relationship. 

It seems to me that we could advise your friends in Libya 
and particularly the Prime Minister who is obviously the 
real decision maker and the boss of the whole structure over 
there. I would enjoy greatly visiting with him one of these 
days. It seems to me that we could advise them to follow 
one of about three directions: 

(1) They could employ a high-priced American public rela- 
tions team to begin a lobby for them in Washington 
to do a lot of entertaining and public relations work r 

with State Department authorities, members of the 
President's staff and particularly members of Congress.

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Everyone else does this, however, and I really question 
the long range value. 

(2) They could continue on their present course, which is 
not particularly effective insofar as I can observe. 

(3) They could make a gesture towards this nation and begin 
to build a track record to show to the American govern- 
ment and the American businessmen that they are willing 
and anxious to establish a business and political rela- 
tionship. They could begin this on a modest basis and 
move gradually over a period of time. 

Our government, unfortunately, is a slow and tedious process. 

The government of Libya is capable of making almost instant 
decisions and executing those decisions immediately. We must 
advise your distinguished Prime Minister that he must be patient 
with these Americans and build a gradual and effective and solid 
reputation with them. 

I am therefore outlining some thoughts in the paragraphs below 
,which I would suggest that you review and that you might pass 
along to the Prime Minister for his consideration, either by 
telephone or simply forward this message to him. 

The American people feel very strongly about the housing in- 
dustry. It represents the home which is the security of 
virtually every citizen, and we have an excellent standard 
of living and an excellent housing industry in this nation. 

The housing industry is suffering today, however, and needs 
help from the standpoint of borrowing money. 

If through my associates, am affiliated with the largest 
mortgage investing company in the nation, the Lomas and 
Nettleton Mortgage Investors of Dallas, Texas. I am also 
directly affiliated with Colonial Mortgage of Washington, D.C., 
which is owned by my old Italian friend, Frank Spinetta. I 
would suggest that the Libyan investors begin by discussing 
and lending several hundred million dollars, or at least a 
hundred million dollars, to one of these substantial mort- 
gage firms. The money would be a loan for a period of time 
from 8 to 20 years. The loan would be absolutely guaranteed 
by the government of the United States of America and totally 
risk free. It would produce an interest rate of 9-1/2 or 10% 
to the investor. 

It would be the type loan that would catch the attention of 
officials in Washington if it were made in, I would suggest, 
an amount of $100 to $300 million dollars. Lomas and Nettle- 
ton presently have loaned out eight billion dollars. They 
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could process a $300 million loan very comfortably during a 
period of six months. 

If I could bring the Lomas and Nettleton or Colonial Mortgage 
people together with the executives in Libya, and if the loan 
could be made, I could then go to people in the White House 
and people in Congress and show to them that the first gesture 
has been made to assist this country in a place where the 
assistance is needed the greatest. 

Jimmy Carter is a longtime friend of mine. I have followed 
him in the press and I know where his anxieties rest. He is 
most anxious today about the problems in the housing industry. 

A gesture from any government or anyone to help relieve this 
pressure in the housing industry would be appreciated by 
Carter. 

You may review my background with your friends if you like. 

You will recall that I served as Comptroller General of this 
state for eight years. I was also Insurance Commissioner, 
Finance Commissioner, and assisted with the investment of 
pension funds for about eight years. I also served as 
Chairman of the National Association of Insurance Commis- 
sioners and president of that organization where I worked 
with authorities in Congress, the White House under President 
Lyndon Johnson, and with the entire insurance industry in 
America. 

I also have a long and close personal relationship with both 
of the United States senators from Georgia, as well as at 
least a dozen senators in other states, including Kennedy, 
Hollings, Thurmond, Nunn, Baker and several others. 

Gerald Rafshoon, who is the political adviser to the Presi- 
dent, is a former employee of mine. Hamilton Jordan, the 
Presidents first advisor, is a dear friend of mine. His 
family find my family have been friends and political associ- 
ates for years in Georgia. Jack Watson, who is secretary to 
the White House cabinet, is a friend. 

You can comfortably assure your friends that we know the 
people in the White House and we know our way around Washington. 

I flew to Washington several weeks ago with young Prince 
Faisel of Saudi Arabia who has purchased a home in Atlanta. 

We had lunch with Senator Talmadge in the U. S. Senate dining 
room and then visited the offices of President Carter and 
the Vice President for about two hours in the afternoon, 
taking pictures in the Rose Garden, in the Oval Offices, and 
absolutely enjoying the visit there. 
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I have attempted to give you some suggestions and some back- 
ground here on the position which I enjoy here in Atlanta and 
m Washington and ways which might be helpful to establish a 
good relationship. But Americans simply like to see some 
performance/ and I think that our political friends in Wash- 
ington would be most impressed with a gesture such as we 
have mentioned above by the Libyan government or investors 
2X1 kY a f which would enable us then to begin opening doors 
and bringing visitors over to lay the groundwork, very tedi- 
ously and slowly, but most effectively, for a long range 
relationship. 5 * 


The approach should be well planned and agreed upon. It should 
be done on a. business basis and without publicity in the beoin- 
ning. Why give critics of Libya in America a target by publi- 
cizing our activities? 2 * 

It can be done.
